Washington,  D.  C.  — (RNS)  — 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
prefaced  his  inaugural  address  | 
with  a  prayer  which  he  wrote  him¬ 
self  the  morning  of  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  ceremonies. 

He  led  a  throng  of  50,000  people 
in  saying  the  prayer,  his  first  of¬ 
ficial  utterance  as  President  of 
the  United  States. 

•  Almighty  God,”  President  Eis¬ 
enhower  prayed,  "as  we  stand 
here  at  this  moment,  my  future 
associates  in  the  executive  branch 
of  government  join  me  in  beseech¬ 
ing  that  Thou  wilt  make  full  and 
complete  our  dedication  to  the 
service  of  the  people  in  this 
throng  snd  their  fellow  citixens 
everywhere.  Give  us,  we  pray,  the 
power  to  discern  clearly  right 
from  wrong  and  allow  all  our 
words  and  actions  to  be  governed 
thereby  and  by  the  laws  of  this  | 
land. 

"Especially  we  pray  that  our 
concern  shall  be  for  all  the  peo¬ 
ple — regardless  of  station,  race  or 
coloring.  My  cooperation  be  per¬ 
mitted  and  be  the  mutual  aim  of 
those  who,  under  the  concept  of 
our  Constitution,  bold  to  differing 
political  beliefs,  so  that  all  may 
work  for  the  good  of  our  beloved 
country  and  for  Thy  glory.  Amen.” 

In  taking  the  oath  of  office. 
President  Eisenhower  used  two 
Bible.  One  was  the  Bible  upon 
which  George  Washington  took  the 
oath  as  first  President  on  April  SO, 
1788.  The  other  was  Gen.  Eisen¬ 
hower’s  personal  Bide  given  to 
him  by  his  mother  when  he  was 
graduated  from  the  United  States 
Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
in  1815. 

The  George  Washington  Bible 
was  opened  to  the  following  pas¬ 
sage  from  Psalm  127,  selected  by 
the  President:  "Except  the  Lord 
build  the  bouse,  they  labor  in  vain 
that  build  it;  except  the  Lord  keep 
the  city,  the  watchman  waketb  but

(RNS)— Distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  first  Bible  translated 
into  modern  Korean  has  begun 
here.  The  edition  of  100,000  copies 
will  be  sold  in  book  stores  and 
given  to  orphanages,  hospitals  and 
prisoner-of-war  camps. 

The  translation  is  in  Hankul, 
new  written  form  of  Korean  adopt¬ 
ed  as  the  official  language  when 
the  Republic  of  Korea  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1M8. 

Publication  of  the  Hankul  Bible 
is  in  the  nature  of  a  personal  tri¬ 
umph  for  Dr.  Young  Bin  Im,  gen¬ 
eral  secretary  of  the  Korean  Bible 
Society.  He  has  been  identified 
with  the  project  since  its  inception 
and  has  carried  it  to  completion 
against  what,  at  times,  seemed  in¬ 
surmountable  difficulties. 

The  translation  was  the  only 
item  saved  from  Bible  House  when 
Seoul  fell.  It  was  smuggled  out  of 
the  Korean  capital  by  Dr.  Im  and 
ouried  in  earthen  jars  for  safe¬ 
keeping.  Inter,  be  carried  it  to 
Pusan  and  then  to  Japan  where 
be  re- translated  400  page*  destroy 
ed  by  Communists.

Baptists  have  the  chance  of  a 
lifetime  in  1953. 

This  is  the  hour,  ’53  is  the  year 
for  a  landslide  victory  on  the  issue 
of  Stewardship  of  our  mdney. 

Several  factors  are  converging 
to  make  these  next  few  months  a 
time  of  unparalleled  opportunity 
for  enlistment  in  stewardship. 

1 .  Money  is  relatively  easy  to  get 
now.  Employment  is  at  a  high 
level,  per  capita  income  is  at  a 
peak,  and  even  though  living  costs 
are  at  an  all-time  high  our  living 
standard  is  also  at  an  all-time 
high.  This  -time  of  prosperity 
will  probably  continue  unabated 
throughout  this  year — the  Eisen¬ 
hower  administration  is  basing  its 
plan%  on  the  fact  that  there  will 
be  no  business  recession  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  future  regardless  of  what 
liuppens  in  Korea. 

2.  The  government,  often  the 
last  to  follow  a  trend  of  the  times. 
is  now  encouraging  more  liberal 
and  generous  giving  to  religious 
and  charitable  causes.  Income  tax 
laws  have  been  revised  to  allow 
deductions  for  contributions  to 
church  and  charitable  institutions 
and  causes  up  to  20*  of  one’s  to¬ 
tal  income.  The  former  hmit  was 
only  15*. 

3.  The  needs  of  growing,  thriv¬ 
ing  churches  and  a  rapidly  ex- 
pending  denomination  are  becom¬ 
ing  much  more  obvious  and  self- 
evident.  These  “nerds”  are  the 
price  of  admittance  through  the 
great  doors  of  opportunity  which 
stand  before  us.  With  a  new  awak¬ 
ening  to  Kingdom  needs  and  op¬ 
portunities  there  must  come  bold 
and  courageous  leaders  in  our 
churches,  associations,  and  con- 

•  ventions  who  will  say,  "Now  is  the 
time  to  do  something  about  these 
needs  !” 

4.  Our  people  are  supporting  the 
Cooperative  Program  as  never  be¬ 
fore.  The  fact  that  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  this  past  year  for  the  first 
time  gave  as  much  as  11,000,000 
in  one  year  through  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  indicated  that  we 
have  both  the  inclination  and  the 
means  for  a  real  undergirding  of 
all  our  work. 

5.  One  of  the  chief  reasons  that 
this  year  is  a  time  of  unusual  op¬ 
portunity  for  stewardship  enlist¬ 
ment  is  that  during  the  year  every 
Southern  Baptist  agency  wHl  be 
stressing  that  one  fundamentally 
important  subject  as  never  before. 
We  can  make  this  campaign  an 
all-out,  realistic  attempt  to  reach 
that  fascinating  goal,  “Every  Bap¬ 
tist  a  Tither."  If  we  respond  to  this 
rally  cry  in  all  of  our  churches 
now  the  effort  may  very  well  mean 
in  Southern  •  Baptist  Others,  “A 
Million  More  in  *54." 

Following  the  leadership  of  State 
General  Chairmad,  W.  R.  Roberta 
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and  Dr.  Quarles,  Christian  Stew¬ 
ardship  Week,  October  18-25,  can 
help  turn  the  tide  for  all  of  our 
Mississippi  Baptist  program. 

6.  God’s  promises  in  regard  to 
Stewardship  of  money  are  still  lit¬ 
erally  true.  The  “floodgates  of 
heaven”  are  waiting  to  be  opened 
by  that  golden  key  of  faith  —  the 
faith  of  pastors,  deacons,  teachers 
and  leaders  in  our  churches  who 
wiH  plan  for,  pray  for,  ask  for, 
and  expect  Baptists  to  become 
good  stewards. 

This  is  the  hour  to  mobilize! 
This  is  the  year  to  act!  We  cannot 
afford  to  do  “too  little  too  late!"

Plan  For  A 
Youth  Revival 

The  golden  voice  of  Dr.  Truett 
used  to  thrill  us  as  he  would  quote 
the  words  of  Melanchton:  “Fitly 
to  train  one  single  youth  is  a 
greater  achievement  than  the  tak¬ 
ing  of  Troy." 

Well  might  our  hearts  thrill  now 
at  the  opportunity  that  presents 
itself  to  the  churches  of  America 
to  win  and  to  train  the  youth  of 
our  Land  for  Christ.  Students  of 
the  problem  tell  us  that  there  are 
in  the  United  States  upwards  of 
twenty  million  young  people  be¬ 
tween  the  ages  of  16  and  24.  To 
this  number  must  be  added  five 
million  more  between  the  ages  of 
12  and  14  who  are,  roughly  speak- 
ing,  “young  people”  as  the  term 
is  commonly  used.  More  than  two 
million  of  these  young  people  hold 
membership  in  Southern  Baptist 
churches.  Here  at  our  very  door 


is  an  opportunity  of  first  magni¬ 
tude.

Presented  with  this  challenge,  it 
is  our  opinion  that  our  chu relies 
will  find  definite  values  in  the 
Youth  Revival,  or  Youth  Week  as 
some  prefer  to  call  it,  as  a  means 
of  reaching,  enlisting,  and  training 
young  people  and  of  bringing  to 
the  vital  problems  of  youth  the 
light  of  Christian  experience  and 
teaching. 

The  Youth  Revival  is  predicated 
upon  two  far-reaching  and- funda¬ 
mental  truths,  namely:  Youth  can 
lead  youth  further  than  anyone 
else  can  and  youth  is  the  time  to 
be  trained  in  evangelism. 

While  the  major  emphasis  in 
most  of  these  youth  meetings  has 
been  the  winning  of  youth  to 
Christ  and  the  training  of  young 
people  to  become  soul-winners, 
the  program  will  be  found  help¬ 
ful  in  meeting  other  basic  needs 
qf  youth  such  as  their  need  to  find 
themselves,  their  life-work,  etc. 
Some  of  our  choicest  young  people 
testify  that  more  than  anything 
else  it  was  the  inspiration,  chal¬ 
lenge,  and  guidance  in  such  youth 
meetings  that  led  to  a  dedication 
of  their  lives  to  full-time  Christian 
service. 

A  further  advantage  of  the 
Youth  Revival  is  that  it  affords  an 
opportunity  for  training  youth  in 
practical  church  administration, 
as  young  people  take  over  the  en¬ 
tire  leadership  of  the  church  dur¬ 
ing  youth  week. 

In  planning  summer  programs 
we  shall  plan  wisely  if  we  give  ma¬ 
jor  concern  to  these  young  people 
with  a  view  to  winning  them  to 
Christ  and  providing  an  adequate 
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program  to  meet  their  life  uceda. 
With  adequate  preparatidn  and 
wise  and  careful  choice  of  lead¬ 
ers,  tlie  Youth  Revival  will  suc¬ 
ceed  wherever  there  ara  young 
peole — in  country,  town,  or  city 
churches. 

Both  the  Deportment  of  Student 
Activities,  under  whose  direction 
this  work  is  promoted,  and  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Evangelism  will  gladly 
assist  pastors,  churches,  and  Asao- 
ciational  leaders  in  shaping  plans 
and  securing  workers.
